REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record alone or in combination teaches or fairly suggest applicant's claimed 
invention for the following examiner's reasons for allowance: The best reference is 
AAPA as shown in figure 1 . AAPA discloses leads 104 connected to electrical 
connecting LED legs 105 but fails to teach a driving circuit including an electrical 
connector. Thus, AAPA fails to teach the details of independent claim 9 further 
including where the LED lamp has at "a driving circuit including an electrical connector, 
to which outgoing leads of the LEDs are connected" as claimed in claim 9. Claims 9-16 
are also deemed allowable for the reasons stated in applicant's remarks filed on 
10/10/07.
